TIMELY DISCOVERY SAVES LIFE 


Mrs. Edgar A. Clark, wealthy ‘widow of a 
member of the piano house of Story & 
Clark, was gowned for a reception at the 
Chicago Woman's club and was about to 
depart from her residence at 2071 Indiana 
avenue yesterday afternoon when the front 
door bell rang. 

As Mrs. Clark opened the door two men un- 
ceremoniously announced they were tele- 
phone repairers and pushed their way in 
One drew a revolver and leveled it at the 
woman's head. She was commanded to keep 
quiet and threatened with death. 

Then the telephone men turned robbers. 
They tore an $1,800 diamond sunburst from 
Mrs. Clark's waist, extracted $108 from her 
stocking bank, kicked her, bound her to a 
heavy dining room table, stripped the silver 
chests, and visited the two upper floors, 
where they started fires in nine places. 


Left Bound in Burning House. 

Finally the robbers departed, leaving Mrs. 
Clark bound end helpless in her burning 
residence, where she might have perished had 
not smoke soon been discovered issuing from 
the windows by Miss Marien Delaney, a 
music student, living next doer at 2969 In- 
diana avenue. 

Miss Delaney summoned the fire depart- 


mem, Battalion Chief David J. Mahoney . 


heard Mrs. Clark's Screams, found her in 


the dense emoke, cut the ropes, and 


her to safety. At night she was still suffer. 
ing from nervous prostration and shock, al- 
though she was not seriously injured. 

The flames damaged two upper floors and 
almost the entire furnishings of the house 
were destroyed, with costly pictures and 
heirlooms. Mr. Clark's loses by fire was 
estimated at $10,000 

The police got accurate descriptions of the 
two robbers. They expressed the belief that 
a certain pair“ of known burglars had com- 
mitted the deed and they set out looking for 
the two. With good clews they hoped to 
make arrests before morning. 


Blaze Started in Nine Places. 

Chief Mahoney said the residence was as 
generally charged with fire as any building 
he ever had seen ablaze. He counted nine 
separate places where matches had been ap- 
plied, as follows: One dresser, one chif- 
fonier, one closet, one davenport, two mat- 
tresses, two upholstered chairs, and a bay 
window. : 

To give the incipient flames more time to 
gain headway and delay firemen, the robbers 
locked the doors of each room. The front 
door also had been locked. 

The fire was burning in seven rooms at the 
same time, and it took as many leads of smal] 
hose to combat the flames. The entire fight- 
ing was th. the midst of smoke and several 
firemen had to retire for fresh alr. 

Mrs. Clark was alone at home at the time of 
the robbery. She told the police an unshaken 
story of her experience. Police Lieut. Ed- 
ward O'Grady said it might have been possi- 
ble for Mrs. Clark to Have tied herself, put 
his men continued to search for the robbers. 
This suggestion of the police caused a storm 
of indignation among the woman’s friends. 

The fire attorney’s office today wil! question 
Mrs. Clark and start a formal investigation. 

Several hours after the near-tragedy Mrs. 
Clark, with her 18 year old daughter, 
Edgarde, went to the residence of Mrs. Aifred 
Hammer, 2967 Indiana avenue. There, at 
night, Mrs. Clark was stil! nervous, but she 
told her story to a reporter. 


Mrs, Clark Tells Her Own Story. 

“I was about ready to go to a reception at 
the Chicago Woman's club,” she said. “Tf 
heard the front door bell ring. I went to the 
door and opened it. One man said quickly, 
Were telephone repair men,’ and he and 
his partner behind him pushed in before 1 
could ask any questions. They carried 
satchels, and I did not suspect them at first. 

When they got inside and the door was 
shut, however, they lost no time throwing 
off their disguise. One of the men—a short, 
chunky fellow—drew a revolver and pointed 
it at my head. He said: Tou do as we tell 
you or we'll blow vor brains out.’ 

The other man—the taller one—reached 
over and took my diamond sunburst from my 
waist. He demanded to know where my 
money was. I hesitated, but they insisted 
and kept the pistol still pointed at me. 80 1 
told them I had $108 in my stocking. They 
would not wait for me to take it out and 
hand it to them, but kicked me around and 
down and took the money from my hose. 

“Then they took me into the dining room 
on the first floor and tied me with rope to 
the legs of the heavy table. The ropes were 
twisted about my arms and waist and I was 
held securely. They warned me to make no 
outcry, and demanded to know where the 
silver was, and if there was any more * 
in the house. 


' Pleaded Vainly. with Rebbers. 

“I was afraid they'll kill me and I pleaded 
with them, saying: Take everything in 
the house, but do not kill me. You may 
have mothers and sisters yourself, so please 
don't take my life.” 

“Then the men went upstairs, set fire to 
the house, and left me tied to the table, 
where I would have died had not there been

Business of Husband of Eve- 
lyn Romadka Shrinks 
to Bankruptcy. 


RECALLS HER ESCAPADE. 


Bankruptcy of her former husband and his 
brother is one result of the memorable esca- 
pade of Mrs. Evelyn Caine Romadka of 
Milwaukee with Albert Jones, a negro 
burger. 

After proceedings in court hed indicated 
the liabilities of the Romadka Bros. com- 
pany, trunk manufacturers, exceeded the as- 
sets by $100,000, Judge Ferdinand A. Geiger 
of Milwaukee yesterday appointed a receiver. 

At the time the wife of one of the partners, 
Charles J. Romadka, came to Chicago in 1007 
for medical treatment and etayed to partici- 
pate in the negro’s burglaries, each member 
of the firm was rated as a millionaire. 


Diesensions Follow Exposure. 
Dissensions in the family followed the ex- 
posure. Business fell off. An attempt was 
made to separate Charles Romadka from 
connection with the firm, He got a divorce 


| from hie éonvict wife and married again. 


His finances sunk until he was forced to ob- 
tain employment as an attendant. at an 
amusement park at $10 a week. And now the 
whole firm, founded and built up by the father 
of the present Romadkas, has been dragged 
down. 

The judge even refused permission to the 
creditors to keep the stores in operation. The 
trunk and leather goods factory in Milwau- 
kee supplies stores at Grand Rapids. Mich. ; 
Cleveland, O.; and Milwaukee. 


Shows Liabilities of $200,000. 

The proceedings in court indicate Habili- 
ttes of $200,000 and assets of $100,000 with 
some heavily mortgaged real estate.

SCHOOL OF MEDICINE MOVED 
BY UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS. 


President James Will Sever Relations 
with College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons— Wants $250,000 from Legis- 
lature.

The University of Illinois is to sever its 
relations with the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons in Chicago and proposes to estab- 
lish a medical department in Urbana, For 
this it asks a state appropriation of $250 000. 

This action was decided upon by the trus- 
tees of the university at a meeting held yes- 
terday and was announced by President 
Edmund J. James. : 

The failure of the state to support a 
medical school in the past is criticised by 
President James in his statement. He points 
out that the university has never expended 
on its Chicago school a single dollar from 
the state appropriations. 

The College of Physicians and Surgeons 
has refused to renew the lease through 
which the University of Illinois has used, 
ite property. The leate expires June 80. 
According to President James, there is no 


| other adequate plant in Chicago that can 


be obtained at a reasonable rental for use 
as a medical school and it was found neces- 
sary by the trustees to give up the work 
in this city and to develop the work already 
begun at Urbana. 

Of the proposed Urbana school, for which 
$250,000 is asked, President James says in 
his statement: 

It is proposed to organize those funda- 
mental courses in medicine and public 
health which should be required by all 
schools of medicine, and which every physi- 
clan, no matter what method of practice he 
may adopt, must be presumed to know.

THOUSANDS DIE 
ON NEW VOLCANO 


Ship Captain Brings News of 
Eruption in Panama Which 
Buries Villages. 


PANIC SEIZES DISTRICT. 


Mobile, Ala., April 11.—Thousands of per- 
sons have been killed and whole Indian vil- 
lages swept away by the eruption of Chiriqui 
peak near Bocas del Toro, in Panama, ac- 
cording to the story of Capt. Olsvik of the 
United States fruit steamer Fort Morgan, 
which arrived here today. 

Capt. Oisvik says the eruption occurred 
April 5, early in the morning, while the 
Fort Morgan was berthed near Bocas del 
Toro, and that he witnessed. flames shoot- 
ing from the peak. 

Reports of the large casualty list were 
brought from the immediate scene to Bocas 
del Toro by refugees, who escaped the on- 
rushing leva. 
eruption April 5 until he put to sea. 


First Voleanic Activity, 


Ry eh 


Capt. Olsvik says inhabitants of Bocas del 


Toro were panic stricken, believing that 
place might be overrun with leva that was 
belching forth from the peak. 

Chiriqui peak, as far as is known, never 
has shown volcanic activity, and the sudden 
bursting. of fire and lava from the crest took 
the inhabitants by surprise. 

In describing the eruption Capt. Olsvik 
said: 

“The Fort Morgan was berthed at the 

Almirante wharf, about fourteen miles from 
Rocas del Toro, on the morning of April 15, 
loading bananas, when about 4 o’clock the 
eastern sky blazed forth and a great rum- 
bling was heard. Looking in that direction, I 
saw great volumes of fire shooting high. 
« The natives. who had been loading the 
ship all night, were terror stricken. Some 
of the men fell on their knees and prayed. 
All work was suspended for several hours as 
the people watched the volcano. 


Villages on Slope Destroyed. 

I learned before leaving that the third of 
a row of mountain peaks, situated about a 
mile from us had burst into flame or had 
turned into a volcano. The peak that be- 
came active was the highest of a group. its 
height being estimated at 2.340 feet above 
ser level. 

“At the base of the mountain and op its 
slopes are a number of Indian vilages. it 
is supposed these have been totally destroyed 
by the lava. 

When daylight came the flames ‘sede 
peared and a great cloud of smoke hovered 
over the country for miles around.”

Col. Roosevelt yesterday sent a telegram 
to Medill MeCormick regarding the result 
of the Intnole primary.

“It is these last mentioned alone which have 
enabled our opponents to secure delegates 
without one shadow of title in Indiana, and 
it is these methods to which they are at this 
moment resorting in the effort to override the 
will of the people in Michigan and Kentucky. 

In Illinois the people had the chance to 
speak for themselves. In Indiana, Michigan,

Vicksburg, Mies., Apri? 10.—A great army 
of men throwing up earthworks to fight off 
the sweeping torrent of the Missiesippi flood 
rested tonight along the river stretches from 
Helena, Ark., southward. The near crisis 
of the last twenty-four hours hes been 
-pridged with temporary victory. 

The levee at Miller’s Bend, near Greenville. 
Miss., held Strong. Alarming reports were 
circulated concerning conditions at Green- 
ville. They could not be verified. 

A large territory of the Yazoo river valley 
north of Vicksburg has been flooded by back- 
water.

"ROOSEVELT HITS. 
JUDICIALLEAGUE 


Trying to Defeat Will 
of People. 


Predicts Victory in Pennsylva- 
nia, Where Great Crowds 
Greet Him. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 10.— [Special. 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt, in an address here 
tonight. exposed the real object of the In- 
dependent Judicial association, which has 
been formed in New York, “ to combat the 
movement for the recall of judges and the 
referendum to the people of judicial deci- 
slons.“ 

This league, said Col. Roosevelt. does er 
seek an independent judiciary, but seeks to 
Keep the judiciary independent of the people 
and under the control of the big interests. 
He said this fact was proved by the men 
who, have been made leaders in the move- 
ment, most of them being counsel for big 
corporations. 

He compared the movement to that which 
took place in New York at the time of the 
Dred Scott decision when a great massmeet- 
ing was held which declared that that deci- 
sion, which had aroused the opposition of 
practically the whole north, was constitu- 
tional and denounced those who were seek- 
ing to have it repealed. 


Explains His Own Proposal. 

Col. Roosevelt, in explanation of his own 
stand, said he would not go so far as has 
been done in England, France, Australia, 
and Canada and make the legislative branch 
of the government supreme over the ju- 
dicial, but that he would make both respon- 
sible to the sober and deliberate judgment 
of the people. This, he said, is in line with 
the action of Lincoln in the Dred Scott case 
and with the doctrines which the martyred 
president laid down in his first inaugural 
address. 

Mr. Roosevelt said he did not wish to see 
the recall of judges brought into‘force, but 
that he hoped, by the provision for the recall 
of judicial decisions, to make that drastic 
step unnecessary. His plan, he added, ap- 
plies neither to cases of justice as between 
man and man nor to the federal courts. His 
plan was summarized as follows: 

“Tf, in any case, the legislature has passed 
a law under the police power for the purpose 
of promoting social and industrial justice 
and the courts declare it in conflict with the 
fundimental law of the state, the constitu- 
tion, . . . the people shall have the right 
to declare whether or not the proposed law 
is to be treated as constitutional.” 8 


Great Crowds Greet Him. 

Across the state from Pittsburgh to Phila- 
delphia Col. Roosevelt went campaigning to- 
day, making his appeal for support at the 
primaries on Saturday. It was the liveliest 
day of his campaign thus far. In no other 
state which he has traversed since he began 
his fight has he found the crowds so large 
and demonstrative. . 

Wherever he spoke Col. Roosevelt asked 
the people to do on Saturday what Iilinols 
did yesterday. 

“We knocked them over the ropes in II- 
nols,“ he said, and I want to see them take 
the count in Pennsylvania.” 

The colonel referred for the first time to his 
view upon the outcome of the fight. 

“Tf, as I believe we will,” he sald, win 
in this fight, I want you to remember that 
our success must be made to turn for social 
and industrial justice. After what I have 
seen yesterday and today, I believe that on 
Saturday Pennsylvania will do what Illinois 
did yesterday.” 


_ Text of Main Address. 

“In the New York World of Thursday,” 
said Col. Roosevelt in opening his address 
here, “appeared a detailed statement that 
some eminent lawyers of New York have 
undertaken the formation of what they style 
the ‘Independent Judiciary association.’ 

“They propose, to use their own words, 
‘to combat the apread of two ideas—namely: 
the recall of judges and the geferendum to 
the people of a certain class of cases of ju- 
dicial decisions,’ and they assert in President 
Taft's words that these ideas lay the ax at 
the root of the tree of well ordered freedom.’ 

“Many of the signers are distinguished 
men, but we can gain a clew as to just what 
kind of well ordered freedom they have in 
mind when we see among the signers of this 
call the names of attorneys for a number of 
corporations not distinguished for a high 
keyed sense of civic duty, such as the Stand- 
ard Oil company, the sugar trust, the Amer- 
ican Tobacco company, the Metropolitan 
Traction company of New York, and certain 
defunct corporations, the looting of which 
has passed into the history of financial and 
stock jobbing scandal, and forms one of its 
blackest chapters.

„Now consider my proposal itself; and 1 
shall illustrate it by two or three concrete 
cases, which will show just what the atti- 
tude of these great corporation lawyers is 
on questions of fundamental justice as 
against special privilege. My proposal is 
| merely to secure to the people the right to 
which the Supreme court, speaking through 
Justice Holmes in the Oklahoma bank cases, 
say they undoubtedly should possess. 

„My proposal is that the people shall ha ve 
the power to decide for themselves, in the 
last resort, what legislation is necessary in 
exércising the police powers, the general 
welfare powers, 80 as to give expression to 
the general. morality, the wontons opinion 
or the people. 

“In England, Canada, and other countries 
I have mentioned no one dreams that the 
court has a right to express an opinion in 
such matters as against the wiil of the people 
shown by the action of the legislature. I do 
not propose to go as far as this. I do not 
propose to make the legislature supreme over 
the courts in these cases. I merely propose 
to make legislature and ehrt alike responsi- 
ble to the judgment of the people. 

Ik, in any case, the legislature has passed 
a law under the police power for the purpose 
of promoting social and industrial justice 
and the courts declare it in conflict with the 
fundamental law of the state—the constitu- 
tion as laid down by the people—then I pro- 
pose that after due deliberation, for a period 
which could not be for less than two years 
after the passage of the original law, the 
people shall themselves have the right to 
declare whether or not the proposed law is 
to be treated as constittitional.

TAFT’S MANAGER DECLARES 
COLONEL DODGED BIG ISSUE. 


Representative McKinley Claims Local 
Conditions Won Him Illincis—Had 
Expected Result. 


Washington, D. C., April 10.—Representa- 
tive William B; McKinley, manager of Presi- 
dent Taft's campaign, today issued the first 
official comment from the Taft side upon 
the presidential primary in Illinois. 

The result in Illinois was not unexpected 
to those familiar with the situation,” said 
Mr. McKinley in his statement. 

“The issues which occupied the atten- 
tion of the people of the state were so pe- 
culiarly local as to cause the presidential ts- 
sue to be lost sight of so far as President 
Taft was concerned. I say this advisedly 
and for this reason: 

Mr. Roosevelt recently invaded the state 
and devoted the major portion of his ad- 
dresses to subjects which had no relation 
whatever, for the most part, to the issues 
on which the Republican party must meet 
the Democratic party in November. 

Furthermore, the questions discussed by 
Mr. Roosevelt had little to do with the actual 
issues which he has raised between himself 
and Mr. Taft. In other words, Mr. Roosevelt 
participated in the campaign in Illinois with 
all the freedom of a full fledged citizen of the 
state and met and talked to voters of Illinois 
on the subjects which. were uppermost in 

their minds—namely, state issues. 

The participation of eight candidates for 
the Republican nomination for governor re- 
sulted in the “ complete breaking down of 
all party oragnization,”’ says the statement, 
and new alignments were brought about. 

“These new organizations Mr. Roosevelt 
was able to reach by personal contact, an 
experience which President Taft could not 
enjoy. says Mr. McKinley. 

* The result in Illinois has no bearing what- 
ever on the outcome of the presidential con- 
test In the Republican party except insofar 
as it expresses the desires of Illinois based on 

purely local issues. 

“I have never, in any public. statement, 
claimed a single delegate from Illinois in the 
Chicago convention, and I have never in- 
cluded it in my calculations when I have said, 
repeatedly, that President Taft will have 
more votes in the Chicago convention this 
year than he had in 1908, when he received 
702 votes. I repeat that prediction now and 
am absolutely confident of its vindication. 

In no other state in the union are condi- 
tions existing where Mr. Roosevelt can make 
the same kind of a campaign as he did in II- 
nols. To the voters of other states he will 
Ea ve to confine himself to the national issues, 
including his proposal of the recall of judges 
and the third term issue. 

These are the issues which affect not one 
state but forty-eight states, and they cannot 
be buried by any local issues existing else- 


where.“

Lawyers See Unsound Mind Be- 
hind Action in Slander Suit. 


WON JUDGMENT FOR $4,000. 


Asked AppeNate Court to Reverse It and 
C/ear Dr. Crawford; Case Dismissed. 


A new turn was given to the old Lavender- 
Leek-Crawford slander case yesterday. The 
Appellate court in a decision reversed the 
lower court, in which Mrs. Mary Lavender 
obtained a judgment of $4,000 against the 
Rev. E. B. Crawford, and dismissed the suit.

Mrs. Nina M. Clampit Blames 
Dermatologists When Her 
Cheeks Lose charm.

Hardening of Paraffin, Plaintiff 
Says, Caused the Loss of 
Good Looks. 


Mrs. Nina M. Clampit of 3409 Elaine place 
filed suit in the Circuit court yesterday 
against two beauty doctors who, she says, 
wrought $50,000 damages on her two cheeks. 
Four years ago, she claims, she had cheeks 
as plump and rosy as any woman could wish 
to possess. Now their beauty has faded, and 
she insists Dr. Harry R Enlow of 36° West 
Randolph street and Dr. J. Elizabeth Thomp- 
king, both of whom are dermatologists, are 
to blame. 

It was in the fall of 1908 that Mrs. Clampit 
first met the two physicians. Her cheeks 
then, she admits, were faded and sallow. 
She had heard the doctors had a way of 
remedying such a condition. Dr. Enlow, she 
says, looked them over and advised an opera- 
tion. He said he would inject paraffin. Mrs. 
Clampit thought that a fine idea and it was 
done. 


Finds Beauty Is Fleeting. 

For a while, says Mrs. Clampit, her cheeks 
proved all that she ever could have hoped 
them to be. The paraffin filled in the hollows 
and gave them a most alluring appearance. 
Then, she says, something began to happen. . 
The paraffin began to harden and shrunk. 
In consequence, she says, a large hard lump 
developed in ench cheek, which not only 
entirely destroyed her beauty, but interfered 
most seriously with her peace of mind. 

In her distress she abandoned beauty doc- 
tors for lawyers, and the bill asking $50,000 
vas filed. g 

Dr. Enlow said yesterday he couldn't see 
anything wrong with Mfs. Clampit’s cheek. 

“She certainly had a good deal of it to 
sue me for $50,000,” he remarked. 


Doctor Charges Tampering. 

Enlow admitted having performed the 
operation of injecting the paraffin, but said 
that some one must subsequently have tam- 
pered with Mrs. Clampit’s cheeks, or the 
paraffin would not have hardened. 

She was po well pleased wth my work,“ 
said he, that she wrote me a letter saying 
she looked so pretty that even her own 
brother didn’t know her.” 

“* A short time after I received that letter,“ 
continued Enlow, “she came to my office 
and wanted me to inject more paraffin. I re- 
fused, explaining to her that it might spoil 
work which had been done. 

That was Mie last I heard of her until the 


first of last February, when she called on me. 


I saw at once that more paraffin had been In- 
jected.“

Asserts He Has Carried 18 Out of 
25 Congressional Districts 
as Well as City.

Den if Roger Sullivan hae « majority of 
the 1,462 precinct committeemen in the Demo- 
cratic county convention on Monday, the 
Hearst-Harrison faction expects to have ab- 
sdlute control of the convention machinery 
and to readjust the Democratio county organ- 
ization machinery to suit themselves. 

The ‘scheme whereby this result is ex- 
pected to be accomplished,is all ready for the 
springing after months of work of tabulating 
the Democratic inct strongholds of Chi- 
cago.

And provided further, that in the 
county convention that each delegate to the 
county convention shall have one vote and 
one additional vote for each fifty or major 
fraction thereof of his party as cast in his 
precinct at the last general election.” 


Sullivan Claims Eighteen Districts. 

Eighteen of the twenty-five congressional 
districts will send Sullivan organization men 
to the Peoria Democratic state convention on 
April 18, according to the claims of the 
national committeeman and State Chairman 
Charles Beschenstetin. 

The boast was made during the day that the 
organization had defeated the Hearst-Harri- 
son alliance in six of the ten districts of 
Cook county, and in at least twelve of the 
fifteen downstate districts. 

The Sullivan forces also claim the Cook 
county Organization. This ie disputed, how- 


tend that they have. elected a majority of 
the precinct committeemen in the county, 
and will control the county convention on 
Monday. 


Think Law Doubles Strength. 
According to one of the chief Harrison lieu- 


teemen elected from practically all the heav- 
ny Democratic settions of the city, while 
the Sullivan committeemen, as 4 rule, are 
from Republican districts, where the Demo- 
cratic vote is light.

Have It All Tabulated. 

„Rut many of the precinct lines have been 
changed since the last general election,” 
was suggested. 

“Yes, and we've been busy in this office 
for weeks straightening out the Democratic 
voting strength two years ago in the pre- 
cincts as now formed,” Stuart added. We 
have it all tabulated so that every committee · 
man may see just what he is entitled to.“ 

From other sources it was learned that 
| throughout the primary campaign just closed 
the Hearst-Harrison lleutenants have made 
their fight with the cumulative preecinet vot- 
ing in mind. Every ounce of energy in the 
committeeman contest has been expended 
in sections where the Democratic landslide

so plainly. But whether in kitchen or 
parlor, wall dust is organic matter, capa- 
ble of decaying, and germs, capable of 
making it decay. 


So come . 3 
harmful, but never helpful and always 
unpleasant. To cure these odors, wash 
the walls and air and sun the rooms. To 
prevent, either the putrefying matter must 
be removed or else it must be disinfected. 
Washing can be done only at long inter- 
vals, but airing and sunning can be done 
every day. 
more decay without germs than eggs will 
rot. Germs make no yeadway where there 
is sunlight and air. 

There are other harmful results ct 
house occupation whieh call for sunshine 
just as much as wall dirt and house odors 
—the illustrations used above.

How can sunlight be secured? 

By placing the house, first, so that trees 
will not keep sunlight out of the rooms: 
second, so that neighboring houses will 
not darken the rooms; and by facing it in 
a direction that will expose every room 
to some sunlight. 

Houses set so as to face squarely east 
or west or north or ‘south.are pretty. apt 
to have some sunless rooms. As a general 
proposition, houses facing east or west 
or north are to be preferred. So fronte.l, 
an architect can find a way to get sun- 
shine into every room. 

If there must be,dark rooms, the walls 
should be washable and they must he 
aired, enough to compensate. See to it 
that the kitchen and bedrooms are not of 
them-—the kitchen, because its walls gather 
dirt: the bedrooms, because the bedclothes 
need sunlight

Place a com- 
press around the. waist, at the base of the 
lungs, every’ night before. retiripg. Leave 
the compress oh all night, unless you get 
chilled through the night, which is net likely 
if the compress is put .on.right. When’ the 
compress is taken off, bathe clear around the 


less in “Waist in water with just the chill off,'then 


rub thoroughly dry; follow this by the use of 
a little sweet oll or vaseline: not bathe 
in hot water nor take any hot baths | until 
you are well on the way to recovery. Have 
your sleeping room thoroughly aired before 
retiring, but have the room warm. Have 
fresh air in the room all through the night, 
even if the window be open only one-Half or 
one-quarter of an inch, so that the air will 
mot become entirely stale.. H you cannot lie 
down without bringing ond racking, cough- 
ing spell, do not under any circumstances 
attempt to do so, but get into bed and have 
the pillows propped up as high as your head 
if you wish, just so you have a good support 
at your back. In less than a week you will 
probably be able to take away one or two 
pillows; then gradually take the others away 
as you find you are able to do so without 
coughing. But don't rush things. For the 
first three or four nights when taking this 
treatment. it would be well to soak the feet 
for ten or fifteen ‘minutes m warm, strong 
salt water, getting into bed directly after. 
It is very soothing, and aids in the cure. 
Abstain from drinking coffee or taking any 
stimulants for the first week or two. Do not 
inhale ‘smokes of any kind. The more you 
use those smoke cures, the more you may, 
as they bring only temporary relief, if even 
that, and clog up the lungs with more impur!i- 
ties. For those who are not familiar with 
the cold compress, I would: say that it con- 
sists of a thin towel, wrung out of cold water, 
not ice water. and is to be placed clear 
around the waist Hine and well up to the 
‘chest. Over this place a strip of woolen 
blanket or some woolen strip, which wust 
be wound arourd ard around over the wet 
towel. The outer wrapping must be of wool, 
so as to get the animal heat This combina- 
tion comprises the cold compress, and its 
efficacy is simply marvelous. Be sure to 
have a good amount of wool covering over 
the wet towel. You will be surprised at the 
soothing effect and the restful sleep which 
Em follow this treatment, even though you 
may not bes able to lie down at first. The 
writer effected a cure in this way after al- 
most giving up hope of ever getting relief.”

So he can, without 
pinching himself in any way, eive entertain- 
ments more splendid, more stately, and more

trate of the British metropolis than can the 
lord mayor of the tiny porough of the city of 


London.

There has been no jobbery at all in the 
election of Lord Cheylesmore. for the office 
to which he has been elected carries with it 
no salary or allowances whatsoever, and 
has hitherto been lacking in prestige, owing 
to the failure of the English people to realize 
ite importance. 

In fact. Lord Cheylesmore’s acceptance 
thereof can only be regarded as ant of 
public spirit and a proof of his readiness to 
gerve his fellow citizens of London and to 
devote most of @is time to their interests 
without any reward.

She was a daughter of Thomas Leader Har- 
man of New Orleans.

When she married 
him he was Henry William Eaton, member 
of parliament for Coventry and owner of one 
of the largest ribbon concerns of that city, 
sv famous as a center of the silk ribbon in- 
dustry in England. 

In fact, the American money which Miss 
Harman brought to her husband served to 
develop, the foundation and success of the 
great ribbon manufacturing company of H.

The first Lord Cheylesmore made his home 
at the manor of Cheylesmore, near Coventry, 
a country place which belonged’ in turn to 
Edward. the Black Prince; the “king 
maker Eatl of Warwick, the Percy Dukes 
of Northumberland, and the Marquesses of 
Hertford. from whom the first Lord Cheyles- 
more purchased ft.

The recommendation of 
Bixby hinges on the condition that the town 
of East Chicago shall construct and main- 
tain public/wharves, and that, without ex- 
pense to the federal government, it is to re- 
construct the present 8 so as to make 
them straight. ‘ — 

The report made by Bixby is the result of 
a survey of Indiana Harbor made last year 
by Lieut. Col. C. A. N division engineer 
at Chicago.

His report has been passed upon by the 
board of engineers, and the matter now rests 
with congress to make the necessary ap- 
propriation.. The report says: 

“Indiana Harbor is an artificial channel, 
constructed partly in Lake Michigan and 
partly inland, and was dredged by private 
interests and designed ultimately to extend 
to the Calumet river and to Lake George.” 

It was originally constructed, it ia said, by 
the Indiana Harbor company, in which the 
Potter Palmer estate is one of the heaviest 
Stockhol ders.
